The amended labeling referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under the Federal 
Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), as amended, is acceptable.

In accordance with 40 CFR § 152.130(c), you may 
distribute or sell this product under the previously approved labeling for 18 months from the date of this 
letter. After 18 months, you may only distribute or sell this product if it bears this new revised labeling 
or subsequently approved labeling. “To distribute or sell” is defined under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its 
implementing regulation at 40 CFR § 152.3.  

Should you wish to add/retain a reference to your company’s website on your label, then please be 
aware that the website becomes labeling under FIFRA and is subject to review by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). If the website is false or misleading, the product will be 
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considered to be misbranded and sale or distribution of the product is unlawful under FIFRA section 
12(a)(1)(E). 40 CFR § 156.10(a)(5) lists examples of statements the EPA may consider false or 
misleading. In addition, regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims 
made on the website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration 
process.

DIRECTIONS FOR USE 

It is a violation of Federal law to use this product in a manner inconsistent with its labeling. 

1. CROP:   Douglas-fir, Spruce 

2. PEST:   Douglas-fir beetle [Dendroctonus pseudotsugae]
 Spruce beetle [Dendroctonus rufippennis]

3. APPLICATION RATE:
CTI-2003-1 dispensers are for use in tree stands containing a significant 
proportion of Douglas-fir or spruce trees. Place CTI-2003-1 on trees over 8 
inches in diameter on north face of tree at 6-12 feet above ground. Staple into 
flashing being careful not to puncture reservoir. 

Individual trees and area 1 acre or less: 
Place 4 CTI-2003-1 on each tree depending on risk of attack and size of tree.  
For trees over 24 inches diameter, add 1 more CTI-2003-1 for each additional 8 
inches in diameter. 

Forested stands over 1 acre: 
Minimum dose – CTI-2003-1 / acre. For low to moderate beetle pressure, place 1 
CTI-2003-1 / tree in a grid pattern with 32 ft centers or 2 CTI-2003-1 dispensers  / 
tree in a grid pattern with 45 ft centers or CTI-2003-1 dispensers /  tree in a grid 
pattern with 55 ft centers. 

Maximum dose – 80 CTI-2003-1 / acre. For high to extreme beetle pressure, 
place 1 CTI-2003-1 / tree in a grid pattern with 23 ft centers or 2 CTI-2003-1 / 
tree in a grid pattern with 32 ft centers or CTI-2003-1 / tree in a grid pattern with 
40 ft centers.

4. TIMING: Deploy CTI-2003-1 at least two weeks prior to the expected attack flight of the 
beetles. CTI-2003-1 dispensers emit effective amounts of MCH for 60 days. 

5. NOTES: [i] For best results, remove all beetle-infested trees on property before application. 
Consider use of pheromone traps on perimeter to reduce population pressure.

                     [ii]  Treating larger areas gives a geometrical advantage in so far that Douglas-fir beetles  
repelled from an area endeavor to fly out of the repellant treated area and the larger 
the treated area, the more Douglas-fir beetles exhaust and die during flight.
